As you probably know, these activities were very much a personal 
concern of General Cabell while he was DDCI, and consequently he has a 
substantial amount of background in connection with them. Moreover his 
knowledge of and connections with the Air Force, we felt, could be of enor-

3. Moreover, having worked with General Cabell on these matters 

m the past, it was my experience that he tended to ask many detailed ques- 
tions which tended to be a useful test of the adequacy of the matters under 
consideration. We felt, therefore, that this same capacity could be extremely 
useful to us in the future. ' 

4. We then determined that the DCI had signed, and General Cabell 
had accepted, a contract as an intermittent consultant to the Agency, effec- 
tive 1 February 1962, which was still in full effect. A copy of this contract 
is attached. 

. Sh f r j U Y th «reafter, we lunched with General Cabell and found that 

he would be glad to give us some time, as required and as it was available 
to give. W e told him that w e did not think that we would want to call on him 
very often, but that perhaps a day every two weeks or a day every month on 
an average would be helpful. We indicated that conceivably the requirement 
could be somewhat greater in connection with particular matters, although 
we had none such in mind at the moment. In suite of the existing contract 
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mentioned above, signed by the OCI, we all felt that as a matter of courtesy, 
in view of General Cabell's previous con nection with the Agency, we should 
advise the DCI Informally of our intention to see whether he had any objec- 
tion. 


6. I then asked Dick Helms if he would informally so advise the DCI, 
and was later told that the use of General Cabell had been cleared and it was 
all right to proceed. 

7. In the meantime, as it was necessary to find some place for 
General Cabell to work, we inquired of the iSSA/DDb whether or not it would 
be possible to provide General Cabell with a room in £ast Building on the 
few occasions when he would be working with us. We were advised that 
this would be passible and that Hoom 22bB, £ast Building, could be used 

by him. We then, in accordance with a request of General Cabell, had a 
safe containing some of his papers put into this room. In spite of this, 
there is no understanding that the room is in any way reserved for Genearal 
Cabell when he is not working for us, and moreover, we understand that 
there is no other requirement for the room even during the times when 
General Cabell is working for us. Although General Cabell did not request 
it, we indicated that we would provide him with secretarial help from the 
I staff. as necessary, during the periods that he would be working for 

us. 


8. General Cabell has worked one day for us so far, namely 25 

May.
